misuse of Patriot Act - 1 
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1. In the month of April- 2004 (to the present date), plaintiff started to notice military 
helicopters, all-white sessnas planes (sometimes with a blue bottom on them) during the 
day (unmarked-non-commercial) aircraft (jets) and other large (sometimes smaU) 
aircraft that would follow and circle around her car. It was especially bad, aggressive, 
mean and war-like behavior when defendant would come in or go out of any building. 
When plaintiff would go to get something out of the trunk of car, a helicopter that had 
been continually following plaintiff from a distance, would then come down close and 
start to circle around her and her car. When plaintiff would be in her yard and picked 
up a garden tool, Sessnas and larger aircraft and helicopters would start to fly over her 
every couple of seconds. If plaintiff started to raise her hands in the car, aircraft would 
start to circle her. 

2. It was especially harassing and unlawful when plaintiff was celebrating Advent at her 
church outside and everytime she went to raise her hands or shake hands with friends 
and hug my friends, the planes would fly in aggressively and harassing manor, which 
defamed plaintiff character and made her feel like a "Terrorist" and that plaintiff 
could get "shot at or killed at any moment" 

3. This is definitely alleged, Defamation of Character. Plaintiff has a large list of similar 
Military War Acts they have been committing on her. President Bush stated repeatedly 
he only has two words to say to his enemies: AIR ASSAUT! (but he is waging it on the 
wrong, and law-abiding citizens of the USA!) The US Justice Dept. has refused to 
respond appropriately to plaintiff to this date (and all of their departments that

3. Take out any monitoring and Violation of Privacy devices from her home (I have open 
food bags in my house and newly installed devices on my electricity (and SRP denies 
doing anything to my residence.) 

4. If plaintiff is on the "no fly list" and other Civil violations,. ..restore them immediately/ 

5. Quit harassing plaintiff on my own private property and watching and monitoring 
every move she make, as she is not a part of any "foreign terrorist" groups which is 
what the USA Patriot act is for. The military (FBI, Homeland Security or the harassing 
party) needs to quit spending large military dollars on normal citizens.

ADLA LEGISLATIVE ALERT: 

C ALLS NEEDED TO STOP ANIMAL / ECO TERRORIST BILL1 



The Animal and Ecological Terrorist Bill (HB 2295) is back in the legislature and will be heard in the 
House Environment Committee on Wednesday, Jan. 19, As you may know, the bill passed the legislature 
in an amended form in 20(k but was vetoed by Gov. Napolitano. 

HB 2295 contains vague language and penalties for violent crimes that are already covered under existing 
laws. It appears to be intended to suppress legitimate advocacy work rather than afford any greater 
protection to the public or a deterrent. It defines an "animal or ecological terrorist organization 1 ' in a manner 
that could be used to prosecute mainstream groups engaged in nonviolent advocacy work, including lawful 
boycotts, permitted marches or demonstrations, and investigations. According to the bill, videotaping or 
photographing an animal facility could result in a felony penalty, An animal facility is defined as a "zoo, 
rodeo, circus, amusement park, hunting preserve and horse and dog event," 

A further provision of the bill would then cause individuals to be stigmatized and labeled as terrorists and 
treated much like sex offenders and child molesters are today, by showcasing their photographs and 
identities on a state-run website for three years. 

The American Legislative Exchange Council (ALEC), along with the U.S. Sportsmen's Alliance, is responsible 
for promoting animal/ecological terrorism legislation in states around the country. Funded by groups including 
the NRA and oil companies, ALEC states on its website that "One-third of all state legislators belong to 
ALEC" (more information: www, alecwatc h. oro ) 

Consider this scenario if HB 2295 passes: An individual who videotapes animals at a circus, rodeo, or 
greyhound race could be charged with a felony, labeled a terrorist, and possibly sued for triple damages for 
economic loss. The person's name, address, and photograph would be posted on a state-run terrorist 
website for at least three years

We believe that consideration of H.R. 3179, should be 
postponed until Congress has conducted a comprehensive „ 
evaluation of the Patriot Act authorities.

We also have concerns about the procedures in the House 
concerning this bill. News reports indicate that the bill's provisions 
may be included as part of the Intelligence Authorization Bill at what 
is scheduled to be a mark-up dosed to the public. While we are 
pleased that the Judiciary Committee held a subcommittee hearing 
on the bill, the Intelligence Committee has held no hearings (public 
or closed) on the bill, and we do not believe these substantial 
expansions of the government's surveillance powers should be 
considered in a closed Intelligence Committee mark-up- Before 
proceeding, Congress should hear from law enforcement experts, 
civil liberties groups, and constitutional scholars about the impact of 
these proposals, and should do so in an open session. 

To date, the Justice Department has failed to demonstrate how the 
provisions of H.R. 3179 advance national security interests. All of 
the provisions of the bill infringe on rights of privacy and other civil 
liberties.

Congress originally approved the FISA with the explicit requirement 
that it would only be used against individuals acting on behalf of 
foreign governments or groups. This connection to a foreign power 
is essential to the constitutionality of FISA, which contains lower 
probable cause standards than are required in criminal cases and 
fewer safeguards against abuse, most notably because the 
government can keep secret forever the fact that an individual has 
been surveilled or searched under FISA. 

The bill would expand FISA beyond its intended scope and allow it 
to be used against an individual who may be planning a crime but 
has no connection to a foreign power. In those circumstances, the 
Fourth Amendment requires that criminal procedures be used; to 
allow FISA surveillance would be unconstitutional under Supreme 
Court jurisprudence and the reasoning of the 2002 FISA Court of
